Atascadero, with a maximum population of 
3500, has public buildings end improve- 
ments of which many a large city might be 
proud—and a tax rate which will beggar the 
residents.

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OLDIERS TO THE LAST 
Soldiers until the end, the surviving 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
stoutly refuse to surrender to the “last 
enemy of all” which is assailing them with 
the weight of years as ite most deadly 
weapon. Frank A. Walsh, commander-in- 
chief of the glorious remnant of Lincoln's 
heroic armies, declared at the annual en- 
campment in Grand Rapids that the organ- 
ization will not disband so long as two vet- 
erans live to represent it. The ‘ranks are 
thinning and there are no file-closers to fill 
the places left vacant as hundreds of vet- 
erans answer the last bugle and leave their 
comrades of Antietam and Gettysburg to 
honor the colors without them. 

Few comrades from distant States at- 
tended the encampment this year and even 
from posts only a few miles away they came 
im small groups. Bowed down with years, 
many of them suffering in their age from 
the effects of wounds that healed in °65, 
noble traditions that gave 
Grant his final victory and refuse to enter- 
tain any vision of an Appomattox. Nearly 
two and a quarter millions served under the 
Federal banner during the Civil War and 
of this number that composed great armies 
there remain barely enough to make up a 
good roll call at a national encampment. 

More honor to these grand patriarchs that 
in their advanced years when sight is 
dimmed and bodies are enfeebled the spirit 
that answered the call of “Father Abraham” 
throbs in their hearts as strohg as ever and 
gives yet another inspiration to the sons of 
the nation they helped te save. Let there 
| be a Grand Army of the Republic as long as 
two remain to represent the splendid armies 
that finished their fight for ::nion more than 
three-score years ago. May their remaining 
years be full of tender care and let none 
forget the debt that is owed them even 
until the lingering sad notes of taps have 
sounded for thém, and even afterward sball 
@ nation continue to honor soldiers who 
would not surrender to hostile arms in bat- 
tle nor to the last relentless enemy of all. 

END OF THE TRAIL 
The diplomatic world has been some- 
what mystified at the actions of Great 
Britain as expressed through its féreign sec- | 
retary, Sir Austen Chamberlain, at Geneva. 
According to his very frank statements be- 
fore the Assembly the difficulty in the way | 
of Great Britain's agreeing to a general 
treaty of compulsory arbitration lies in the 
revolutionary change in the relations be- 
tween thé dominions and the home govern- 
ment. It has been known that the tie bind- 
ing them was weak, but even Europe has 
been surprised to leayn how weak it is, 
Sir Austen frankly admitted the inability of 
Great Britain to bind the dominions in any 
way. They are free to make whatever ar- 
rangements with other powers they wish. 
4More significant still is the practical ad, 
mission that the dominions are not only 
drifting away from Great Britain, but also 
from each other. Petty jealousies are ari¢- 
ing between them and with the mother 
How long the present arrange 
ment by which the King of England is also 
the king of each domjnion will exist is un- 
certain. India is not properly a dominion 
but an empire connected with Great Britain 
by special links. The Free State of Ireland 
has a special treaty with England. The 
other dominions are virtually independent, 
though they have a figure-head king in com- 
mon. The British Empire of afew years 
ago first disappeared into the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations but now it is seen 
hat even that term is too restrictive. It is 
really a league of British nations. 
sembly is the meeting of its several pre- 
miers under the presidency of the English 
To gain freedom and independ- 
ence, the United States went through eight 
years of war. Now the various dominions 
have gained what is really the same free- 
dom by the simple passing of time. Thus a 
most interesting chapter in 
history of the world is closed.
